The cost of the Gold Cup 
extravaganza is believed 
to be well in excess of $2 
million. 

Obviously long-serving 
president Sir Arthur 
George is aiming for a 
dramatic turnabout in the 
ASF finances, and aims to 
retire from his post with the 
organisation holding a 
very healthy surplus. 


It is understood that 
debts of the ASF and ASF 
Marketing Ltd would be 
entirely cleared up. 

Apart from record 
Australian soccer gate 
receipts this will call for 
huge television returns. 

The South American 
market will no doubt be 
tapped.

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E GOOD NEWS? The West End 
Tien Soccer League has chalked 
T: over 300,000 league attendances to 

the end of Round 16. 

And the not quite so good news? This represents 
Just over 3200 admissions, pald or otherwise, to each 
match. It’s not that the NSL Immediately expected to 
do any better In crowd terms after transferring opera- 
tions to one competition, than they have done. 

So the protagonists of the NSL say they are run- 
ning line ball, and the antagonists say that It Is simply 
not good enough. 

There have been exciting games this year and 
some not so, but In fairness the overall position rela- 
tive to the standard of play Is that attendances de- 
finitely deserved to be better. 

Especially so too, because most times the weather 
has been better than Is usually experienced. 

The two low points were In rounds 14 and 16, the 
second of which particularly weather affected, but to 
obtain only an average attendance of 2000 per game 
set many tongues wagging. 

The NSL Is due to take one NSW team automatical- 
ly, and also the winner of a home and away series 
between the Queensiand, Victorian and South Aus- 
trallan winners Into next season’s competition. 

It would cause no surprise If there was a dearth of 
entrants. 

There are leading or close to leading clubs who will 
not be Interested, and others whose calculations are 
presently being made. 

Some are not ready to rely up plous hopes that 
entry fees may be reduced, being vitally concemed 
by the substance rather than the abstract. 

Looking further into the match statistics, the aver- 
age Sydney crowd Is 4214, with 2664 for Melbourne 
and 3385 for the one club from Adelaide. 

The raw figures can be Interpreted to show super- 
lor Sydney turnouts. However some allowance 
should be made for the support of the dominant 
Croats and Greeks both of whose futures revolve 
around the expected continuing stability of the 
clubs. 

The figures, unless they can be Improved in Mel- 
bourne, tend to point to there being too many Mel- 
bourne clubs, even though there are some grounds 
to contest that assumption. 

Sydney Croatia’s average home attendance Is 
7122 and Sydney Olympic 4712, the latter being over 
1000 per game ahead of the next group. 

The attendances of these two clubs are such that 
Just 15 per cent of the number of clubs draws 28 per 
cent of the league's entire attendances. 

Taking an overview of club attendances, our re- 
cords Indicate the following averages: Sydney 
Croatia 7122, Sydney Olympic 4712, APIA-Leich- 
hardt 3677, Footscray 3610, Heldelberg 3544, Ade- 
laide City 3385, St George 2970, South Melbourne 
2875, Preston 2660, Marconi 2453, Melbourne 
Croatia 2125, Sunshine George Cross 2054 and 
Brunswick Juventus 1866. 

South Melbourne below St George? Ye Gods! 

To take another look at the picture, five Sydney 
clubs have drawn 50 percent of league attendances, 
Melbourne has split 41 percent between their seven 
clubs and Adelalde’s one has nine percent. 

Being without a presence on commercial televi- 
sion, Soccer clubs have a difficulty in relating to the 
public at large. 

Many claim to have players who are eminently 
promotable, but they tend to lack the expertise 
necessary to go about It. 

Being primarily Interested In thelr own direct 
supporters, they so often fall to take an overview. 

For Instance, in Sydney who would bother to put 
together even a once per season day to bring In play- 
ers and officials of the local associations. 

But we most hope their enthusiastic clubs con- 
tinue their bids for better promotions. 

It Is to be hoped that the criteria for the decision on 
whether the amateurs of NSW are recognised by the 
ASF as one body Is the future of football in NSW. 

Thirty years ago, when In the NSW Soccer Football 
Association was dominated by Newcastle and Iila- 
warra, the breakaway took place to form the NSW 
Federation. 

The juniors, who enjoyed a harmonious retation- 
ship, were torn apart. 

ft Is time to repair past damage and bring the 
amateurs and juniors of the state Into regular play to 
Improve the standard. 

Be sure of this. Until there are country divisions as 
apply In rugby league and unlon, soccer will con- 
tinue to lurch along In the NSW country. 

Objective statesmanship Is required, and atten- 
tion given to the major requirements to repair NSW 
country football. Posterity will benefit.

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SYDNEY OLYMPIC 
BANKS $100,000

SYDNEY OLYMPIC 
rushed $100,000 to the 
bank, cabled to the 
AS.F. last week, as the 


first Intalment from 
Greek First Division 
club, Panathinaikos, 


for the transfer of left- 
winger Chris Kalantzis. 


CHRIS KALANTZIS 


Kalantzis, who was in- 
vited for transfer talks two 
weeks ago in Athens by 
First Division club Olym- 
piakos and hijacked on his 
arrival in sensational style 
at Athens airport, was 
eventually signed by 
Panathinaikos for an Aus- 
tralian record transfer fee 
of $200,000. 

Sydney Olympic will re- 
ceive another $100,000 
on December 15 as final 
payment for Kalantzis, 
monies which will go a long 
way to cut deeply into the 
$328,000 debit balance 
Sydney Olympic has with 
its bank. 

Olympic's president, Mr 
Tom Doumanis, who 
escorted Kalantzis to 
Athens for talks, on his 
arrival back from Athens, 
told ASW: 

“Great rivalry exists 
over in Greece between 
the giant clubs and they 
are keenly looking out al- 
ways on what the other is 
doing. 


“However getting back 
to what concerns Sydney 
Olympic, now that we have 
received this money, the 
club board acknowledges 
that it is not a time for finan- 
cial complacency. 

“Our directors agree 
that now is the time to put 
our backs to the winch, 
work even harder, raise 
sufficient money so that by 
the end of this year, Syd- 
ney Olympic will be debt- 
free. 

“That second _ instal- 
ment from Panathinaikos 
for $100,000 to be re- 
ceived by December 15, 
will be invested and used 
as a base for acquired 
realty assets which will en- 
sure that Sydney Olym- 
pic's financial destiny is 
never again threatened. 

“With that objective in 
mind, functions, such as 
the Sydney Olympic Ball, 
have been planned for 
next month to raise further 
monies. 

“| must at this stage ack- 
nowledge the great moral 
support | received from our 
director-treasurer, Mr 
George Paschalis over the 
last two days during our 
final negotiations with 
Panathinaikos. Things 
had gotten a bit rough in 
Greece by that stage and 
George's arrival was a 
great booster. 

“His moral support was 
invaluable at a time when 
everything looked so 
black.”

Sure, we must use 
semi-professional players 
as well but that is in the 
nature of the normal Au- 
stralian employment en- 
vironment. 

Whatever plans are in 
hand for salaries for play- 
ers etc. etc. | don’t know, 
but young men who are 
fairly early in their careers 
need to protect them- 
selves for the future. 

When | spoke to ASF 
vice-president and Victo- 
rian chairman Jack Reilly 
on the subject in Mel- 
bourne, he knew nothing 
about the possibility of 
players going fulltime. 

| also had a word to the 
presidents of seven 
National Soccer League 
clubs, No-one outside of 
Sydney had the faintest 
idea what | was talking 
about.

QUEENSLAND referees have fronted the Queensland Soccer Federation to 
protest against growing criticisms over the standard of match officials. 

The referees also were upset over what they considered were lenient penalties for 
recent assaults and appear to have made their message. 

The QSF disciplinary last week took a tough line on two players, outing one for the 
remainder of the season and another until May next year. 

In a letter the referees handed to the management committee, they expressed 
concern over what they felt was the slow but constant denigrating of their authority. 

“A corner stone of the spirit and word of the laws of Soccer is that the referees 
decision is final and must be accepted, we feel that criticism by prominent and respec- 
ted figures in the game is having the effect of undermining this authority. If players take 
to our Soccer fields with the notion in their head that their coaches and senior colleagu- 
es believe that the referees and linesmen are not going to be able to ensure them that 
the game is safe and fair for them, then it is likely to take little provocation to lead to them 
concluding that the coaches are correct. Referees will find it increasingly difficult to earn 
respect and authority,” the referees stated. 

At this stage the QSF has appealed to club officials and coaches to think before 
opening their mouths, but have stopped short of implementing rules as used in other 
codes where criticism of match officials is completely banned. 

“Personally, | don’t think that is a realistic alternative at this stage,’’ said QSF execu- 
tive director Alan Vessey. 

Queensland Soccer referees Federation president, Roger Marshall, who has made 
great strides in bringing referees closer to the game in recent times, said he was 
pleased with the lines of communication set up with the QSF. 

“| think we have made our point, and hopefully we can all work together to sort out any 
problems,” he said. 

But meanwhile, Taringa Rovers XXXX League coach lain Kesson has fired a broad- 
side at Queensland match officials and directly blamed the referee and linesman for 
contributing towards his team’s recent 5-0 defeat by Mount Gravatt. 

“The quality of the game will never improve until the refereeing does, until referees 
stamp out the choppers, Soccer will just go downhill," Kesson said. 

Kesson claimed “officialdom™ was killing the Queensland game and attributed the 
first three goals in his side's 5-0 defeat to doubtful refereeing decisions. 

“The first 20 minutes was the most diabolical performance of referees | have seen in 
20 years. My team was destroyed by the match officials,"" Kesson said.

Pressure of time on 
families, alternative 
entertainment, financial 
reasons, lack of media 
support ... these reasons 
and other afflict Soccer in 
this country. 

Ironically, SBS, Soc- 
cer's main supporter in the 
media, causes its own pro- 
blems. On the one hand by 
showing a live game on 
Sundays and on the other 
through its excellent cove- 
rage of world Soccer. 

The World Soccer pro- 
gram is effecting for good, 
the attitudes and skill of 
our players. 

They can see via the 
television set just how well 
and skilful the game can 
be played and it has to 
have a beneficial spin off 
as they seek, to emulate 
such skill. 


However the Soccer 
spectator can become 
satisfied with Soccer via 
television, and at the same 
time become critical of the 
standard played in Aus- 
tralia. 

These latter two rea- 
sons, | believe, are re- 
sponsibile for many 
people staying away from 
our national league 
games. 

Our Soccer authorities 
need to address them- 
selves to this problem as 
they have done in En- 
gland. There, it was sta- 
ted that over-exposure of 
top Soccer games was 
drastically affecting the 
size of crowds. 

England has virtually 
cut out televised games. 

Soccer ~ promotion, 
through advertising and 
interviews on_ television 
attracts people to games. 

Television of Soccer 
games, expecially “live” 
games definitely, does 
not. It keeps them at home. 

For personal reasons 
this year, | have not 
coached nor attended any 
games on a Sunday. 

Nevertheless | have 
agained extensive know- 
ledge of our Soccer via 
television and had my 
appetite for Soccer well 
satisfied with the range of 
programs on SBS.

He says that everyone of these players. despite their eventual success, was deficient in basic 
skills because of inadequate coaching in their early years, ad that all of them would have been 
better players if they had developed good basic grounding of skill when they were young. 


ver so much more ground 
which enables them, 
along with tactical team 
play, to apply close pres- 
sure on opponents much 
of the time. 

Pressure Soccer is one 
thing, it is how it is imple- 
mented that is at question. 

It can be used in a very 
brutal, overly aggressive 
manner which can destroy 


the skill of opponents 
whilst at the same time 
causing them physical 
damage. 


It requires sound admi- 
nistration and knowledge- 
able, firm referees to pro- 
tect players and preserve 
skill.

YOUTH PROFESSIONALISM 


BY ALAN VEST NSW DIRECTOR OF COACHING 


INTERESTING to see talk of full time professionals for Australia and what an 
Ideal situation it would be. The ways and means though of doing it, needs 
much thought and planning. 

If we are to improve overall as a Soccer nation then It is certainly a step we have 
to take. 

Everyone Is adamant we have top young players 14-18 on a par to anywhere In 
the world, but to help fulfil their potential something has to be done at the senior 
end of the game. 

Otherwise we are not going to fulfil those players’ potential or else lose more 
and more overseas. 

Unless we try to get a fulltime professional set-up then we are always going to 
be that far behind the big Soccer nationals at the top level. - 

The other way Is to encourage our young stars to get contracts abroad provid- 
Ing they can be released for Australia. 

But that then Is going to mean our top Soccer at club level will never reach the 
standard to get the crowds back. 

Soccer in most developing nations is improving particularly at youth level as 
we see from nationals in the last elght of the U/16 World Cup. Qatar, South Korea, 
lwory Coast, Australia and Nigeria with only three Europeans-USSR, France and 
aly with no South American teams. 

More top nations though at that age are just starting developing their players 
as apprentice professionals, with the prime alm of working with them to bring 
them through to become full time players. 

So it’s a critical time. Crowds are not increasing as we'd hoped, so we should 
be looking at that professional set up. 


duction of former player 
Bertie Mariani as Vieri's 
assistant has had a 
positive 

effect on the team and a 
berth in the top five play 
offs looks a safe bet. 

If a lesson is to be learnt

What we've got at the 
moment is a group of 
biased administrators 
guessing as to what the 
teasons for the falling 
numbers are. The flavour 
of the month is winter 
weather and poor specta- 
tor facilities . . . a few years 
back it was lack of local 
derbies . .. and then, poor 
playing standards etc. etc. 
How long can this go on? 

Once this survey is com-

In a recent article Rale 
Rasic indicated _ that 
coaches knew how to take 
advantage of unsure re- 
ferees. 

That remark had un- 
pleasant connotations. 

Rough play, and especi- 
ally unfair play, from close 
marking of players is the 
greatest problem world 
Soccer faces today. 

Nowhere is this more so 
than in Australia. 

Worldwide, tight mark- 
ing and of skilled playes re- 
duces even the great abili- 
ty of a Diego Maradona to 
a few seconds of inspired 
moments out of 90 
minutes. 

That is not enough when 
you pay many dollars to 
see talent and travel often 
through massed traffic to 
the game. 

Yes, this surely is a 
world, as well as Austra- 
lian, problem which must 
be solved if Soccer is 
going to remain worth wat- 
ching. 

If we want physical en- 
tertainment: blood, pun- 
ches, brawls, raw courage 
and bone crushing tackles 

- — rugby union, rugby lea- 
gue, aussie rules and 
american football can pro- 
vide them so much more 
spectacularly than 
Soccer. 

First and foremost Soc- 
cer entertains by its skill. 

Having said that Soccer 
is a physical game, it is a 
man's game, despite the 
fact that women now play 
it. 

The physical qualities 
can enhance the skill. 

As we pursue excellen- 
ce in all things, no longer it 
is attainment on-a Soccer 
field for a player to provide 


a bit of ball juggling, a 
spectacular shot and 
some eye catching drib- 
bles as a contribution to a 
game of Soccer. 

In ‘Total Soccer’, which 
is Soccer at its best, a play- 
er may cover five 
miles in a game, constan- 
tly supporting, tackling 
dribbling, competing. 

He — might produce 
amazing skill after a 60 
metre overlapping run, 80 
minutes into the game. 

He is an athlete as well 
as an artist. 

Wherever he finds him- 
self on the field he must be 
able to tackle, as well as 
take people on. 

Rasic, Arok, Thomson, 
McKendry extract physi- 
cal commitment from play- 
ers itis true. 

That is a quality not all 
coaches have got. 

Give them skilful play- 
ers and they will also pro- 
duce skilful games. 

You do not have to be a 
brilliant coach to get Vi- 
cente Estavillo to play skil- 
fully. 

But to get Estavillo to run 
more than he previously 
did, to tackle more, to want 
to win more, that is a quali- 
ty Eddie Thomson and ot- 
her winning coaches 
have. 

Nevertheless, when the 
drive of coaches spills 
over into telling people to 
kick one another, that 
needs to be kept in check 
by form referees and 
strong administration. 

No, we do not match 
Egypt, South Korea, or 
even Cameroon and 
numerous other countries 
at ball manipulation, and 
will always find it hard to do 
so. 
But Soccer is not just 
made up of ball skill.

CIRCUIT TRAINING (1) 


BY STEVE DARBY 


ALL round body strength Is vital to a Soccer play- 
er to withstand the physical component of the 
game. A planned weight training programme 
under expert supervision is ideal. However If this 
is not available a home circuit is possible. There 
are three methods of circult training using the 
following simple exercises. 


EXERCISE 
i) Push up 
ii) Sit up 
iii) Tuck jump 
iv) Dorsal raise 
v) Burpee 


METHOD A Half maximum repititions: The player com- 
pletes as many of each exercise as he possibily can. 
This is then halved and the player does the three 
circuits example. 


MAX HALF MAX TOTAL CIRCUIT 
Push Up 50 25 75 
Sit Up 60 30 90 


METHOD B The player is given a specific number of 
repetitions of each exercise, eg 30 tuck jumps. He is 
then timed for the complete circuit. A speed circuit. 

METHOD C The minute circuit: The player attempts as 
many repetitions in one minute with a minute rest in 
between each exercise. 

KEY POINTS 

(1) There must be a gradual overload of either repetitions 
or speed for improvement. 

(2) Aim to do this circuit on alternate days. 


THE PUSH UP 
The player locks his arms and dips until his chest 
touches the ground. He then pushes up till his arms lock. 


THE SIT UP 

The player lies on the back with the knees bent and 
have on the forehead. He then sits up till he can touch his 
left knee with right elbow. He then repeats right knee 


touched by left elbow. 


CIRCUIT TRAINING (2) 


BY STEVE DARBY 


THE TUCK JUMP 
The player stands straight and lefts both knees as high 
as he can, making sure the back is straight. 


THE DORSAL RAISE 

The player lies on his chest, arms clasped behind the 
head and then raises as much of his chest as he can off 
the ground. 


THE BURPEE 

The player moves from a standing position to a push up 
Position and then brings both knees to his elbows and 
stands up.
